So Japanese 
Never Got I!

On May 3, however, three clays 


before the ultimate humiliation of 
surrender was forced upon me, 
we did manage lo evacuate a fairly 
large parly of nurses and officers 
by submarine. 


1 had learned from Ihe Navy 
several days previously that the 
submarine was in our waters and 
was preparing to return to Aus- 
tralia lo replenish its torpedo sup- 
ply. I arranged to have il come 
to Corregidor. 


It surfaced just outside our mine 


field and we crammed 25 persons 
into its 
tight interior. Most of 


them were nurses, but there were 
some ailing officers, including Col. 
Pole Irwin, my assistant chief of 
staff 
(G-3). Irwin was 
suffering 


from ulcers which would have pro- 
bably caused his death had he 
been captured. He reached Wash- 
ington after the grave-like silence 
of surrender had settled over The 
Rock, and was able to report on 
the battle for the island lortress 
until May 3. 


1 sent my favorite gun away 


from Corregidor on lhal sub. II 
was a handsome Smith and Wes- 
son revolver which I bad worn 
more often on Bataan and Cor- 
regidor Ihan I had worn my regula- 
tion service automatic. 


I: had sent back to the Stales 


for the revolver shortly before the 
•war. Now, when 1 feared it would 
soon bo taken away from me, I 
wanted my son to have it. So I 
gave il lo a Col. Savage of the Air 
Forces, who was leaving on the 
sub, 
and lold him lo take il home 


with him, send it to Mrs. Wain- 
wrighl and tell my wife to forward 
it,to my son—a captain in the Mer- 
chanl Marine. My son eventually 
received it and carried it through 
the war. 


One of Ihe most courageous acts 
of :thc entire 'campaign happened 
the night the submarine paid the 
last call lo Corregidor. No one bad 
worked harded or was more val- 
uable lo her country than Capt. 
Mieler, chief nurse of the hospilal 
in the Tunnel. I lold my surgeon, 
Col. Cooper, IhsK I wauled Capt. 
Mieler's name included on Ihe lisl 
of girls lo be taken out by the 
submarine. She was the only "nurse 
I specifically named. 


But Col. Cooper came to me 


shortly after receiving my order 
and 
reported 
that Capt. 
Mieler 


had lold . him she did not choose 
to leave ", . .as long as there's 
a patient in the hospital." I con- 
sidered—and still considei— this a 
truly great act of heroism. 
She 


knew as well as I that she was 
signing her captivity warrant. 


Afler Ihe submarine submerged 
and left, (he heat was turned on us 
beyond all description. Without let- 
up we were shelled and bombed 
especially along the northern side 
of the island which faced Balaan's 
gun. 
One defending gun afler an- 


other was smashed, as were all of 
the searchlights sve were depending 
upon lo illuminate the inevitable 
landing forces. 


The Flag was hit again, near 
the end, and as was the case when 
it suffered an earlier blow on Cor- 
regidor, men leaped from cover to 
restore it to the top of its lowering 
Kin-foot pole. 


This time, however, the fallen 


I' lag could nol be run up from 
the ground. One of the four men 
who came to its aid—they had to 
dodge not only through intense 
shelling but also were atlacked by 
three dive-bombers—climbed to the 
top of the swaying pole to fix the 
halyard.

Arkansas to 
Sue 'Big Inch7 


for Taxes 


Little Rock, 
Oct. 24 —(fl>)— The 
State of Arkansas may 
file 
suit 


against the Defense Plant Corpora- 
lion to collect more than $160,000 
allegedly due 20 counties as 1944 
real estate taxes on the big inch 
pipeline. 


No immediate court action can 
be taken, according 
to 
Attorney 


General Guy E. Williams, but sev- 
eral Arkansas officials have indi- 
cated that a suit will be filed. 


It was pointed out that the DFC 


would not be declared delinquent 
unless taxes are not paid by mid- 
November, 


Eldon Brown, director of the tax 


division 
of the 
Arkansas Public 


Service Commission, which would 
have to request any court action, 
said the government 
corooration 
had refused to pay 1944 faxes to 
any county traversed by the pipe- 
line on grounds that the 
pipeline 
was personal property and not sub- 
ject to real estate taxes. 


, He said the agency 
paid 1943 
taxes on the pipeline without dis- 


treason and puppetry 
in 
govern- 
ment went to his death at the same

and Marshal Wilhelm Keitel. 


His conviclion*for murder arose 


from Ihe execulion 
of 
100 Nor- 


wegians by Nazi occupation forces 
after he had refused them mercy. 
The denortation of 1,000 Norwegian 
Jews lo Nazi gas chambers brought 
an added conviction for manslaugh- 
ter. 


Among the thefls of which Quis- 


ling was found guilly were those of 
the property of King Haakon, 
in-

Royal palace.

diately after 
Germany's capitula- 
l.ion. For a time, he feigned

Surgical or wound shock is not 


to be confused with electric shock 
or with fainting, which is largely 
a nervous reaction. In surgical 
shock the patient's anxious expres- 
sion, pallor, thirst, rapid pulse and 
falling blood pressure are caused 
by loss of plasma or blood. 


In shock the blood flows out 


of the body from a lacerated wound 
into one of the body cavities from 
a penetrating injury (bullet wound) 
or into the tissues as in severe 
fractures. Plasma may ooze through 


• f Yu58?1 Willls in severe burns, 
into the body cavities in bowel ob- 
struction or into the tissues in 
crushing injuries. 


Best shock treatment is to re- 
place the 
lost liquid in kind and 


amount; therefore the remedy for 
severe burns is plasma 
transfu- 


sion, while blood transfusions' are 
given for hemorrhage. The amount 
of "jo transfused 
fluid 
should 
equal the plasma or blood lost, 
even though five or six transfu- 
sions are necessary. 
CONTRpL SHOCK FIRST 


In injury cases or in internal 


bleeding, 
operation is deferred 


until the shock has been controlled 
i ,y ira,nsfusion. 
The amount 
of 
blood lost during an operation is 
determined by 
w e i g h i n g the 


bundles' of absorbent 
guaze and 


sponges before and after use. Fall- 
ing blood pressure during an op- 
eration is also an indication that 
the vessels are becoming empty 
and plasma or blood is needed. 


Before 
operations on patients 


for 
chronic conditions, an esti- 
mate of total quanity of blood is 
made and if the blood is reduced 
transfusions are given to prevent 
shock 
This may add a few extra 
days to the hospital slay, but the 
lime is well spent as it reduces 
the risk from complicatisn, espe- 
cially in elderly patients. 
FIRST Alp TIPS 


First aid books include lengthy 
cluscussions on the signs, 'symo- 
loms and treatment of shock, and 
it is well to remember these points 
in dealing with seriously ill or in- 
jured patients. But modern treat- 
ment with 
transfusions requires 
thai a physician should be sum- 
moned promptly. In the interval 
the patient should be kept quiet 
given water for thirst if he is ? con- 
scious, covered to preserve body 
heat 
(but not kept excessively 
warm) 
and 
bleeding should be 


controlled. Do not move him be- 
fore the physician arrives as this 
may 
aggravate the hemorrhage 
or escape of plasma.

should be continued as plasma and 
blood arc also needed for patient's 
with shock in civilian hospitals 
and every community should de- 
velop an efficient donor service.

Back to the Bible 


Baptism and the New Birth 


The purpose of this brief study 
is only lo show Ihe place of bap- 
tism in the new birlh. Jesus 
stated: "Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannol enter into the kingdom 
of heaven." 
(John 3:5) What- 
ever, therefore, is embraced in 
being born of the water 
and 
Spirit must be done before one 
can enter the kingdom of heaven. 
This is not a reference to the 
physical birth, for he said, "Ex- 
cept a man be born again—", 
and he talked about 
another 
birth 
when 
he 
saidt 
'.'born 


again." 
Nicodemus 
thought 
Jesus referred to the natural 
birth, but was mistaken. (John 
3:4) 
Jesus explained that this 


new birth was not physical, but 
spiritual, in nature. (John 3:6) 


The two elements of this new 


birth, as mentioned -by Jesus 
are water and the Spirit. Both 
are necessary elements. He did 
not say water alone, nor Spirit' 
alone, but "Except a man be 
born 
of 
water 
and 
of 
the 


The most sensible and prac- 


tical conclusion as to the "wat- 
er" of the new birth is to recog- 
nize that the Lord here meant 
baptism, as he elsewhere com- 
mends. 
(Matt. 28:18-20; Mark 


16:16) If the "water" here does 
not mean "baptism," what could 
it mean? 
Is not baptism the 


only 
rile 
in 
the 
realm of 


Christendom that employs "wat- 
er"? 
One might say that the 


Lord did not mean literal water, 
but spiritual water. Well, if so, 
why did not the Lord say, "Ex- 
cept a man be born of spiritual 


water and of the Spirit—", etc. 
Why did he not say what he 
meant? 
If the Lord did not 


mean that water was "literally 
and actually an clement of the 
new birth in this passage, how 
is one to know that he meant 
that the Spirit is actually and 
literally an element of the new 
birth? The rule that will per- 
mit the elimination of one of 
these elements, will eliminate 
both. If not, why not? 
If we 


did understand "water" here to 
refer to baptism, would not this 
harmonize with what Jesus said 
in Mark 16:16: •-. "He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be 
saved—." 
Here baptism, like 


faith, is made a condition of 
salvation. 
Does this not cor- 


respond to John 3:5, understand- 
ing that "water" refers to bap- 
tism? If "born 
of water" in 


John 3:5 does not mean baptism, 
where is the harmony between 
John 3:5 and Mark 16:16? 


The logical conclusion, there- 
fore, is: 
(1) The Lord made 


baptism a condition of salva- 
tion (Mark 16:16). (2) Baptism 
is the only rite, ceremony or 
ordinance in Christianity that 
requires "water." 
(3) When, 


therefore, the Lord made "born 
of water" a condition to entering 
the 
kingdom 
of heaven, 
he 


meant by that expression that 
baptism is a necessary condition 
to entrance into the kingdom of 
heaven.

reasoning is 


either unscriptural or illogical 
why?

wegians by Nazi occupation forces 
after he had refused them mercy.

Surgical or wound shock is not 


to be confused with electric shock 
or with fainting, which is largely 
a nervous reaction. In surgical 
shock the patient's anxious expres- 
sion, pallor, thirst, rapid pulse and 
falling blood pressure are caused 
by loss of plasma or blood. 


In shock the blood flows out 


of the body from a lacerated wound 
into one of the body cavities from 
a penetrating injury (bullet wound) 
or into the tissues as in severe 
fractures. Plasma may ooze through 


• f Yu58?1 Willls in severe burns, 
into the body cavities in bowel ob- 
struction or into the tissues in 
crushing injuries. 


Best shock treatment is to re- 
place the 
lost liquid in kind and 


amount; therefore the remedy for 
severe burns is plasma 
transfu- 


sion, while blood transfusions' are 
given for hemorrhage. The amount 
of "jo transfused 
fluid 
should 
equal the plasma or blood lost, 
even though five or six transfu- 
sions are necessary. 
CONTRpL SHOCK FIRST 


In injury cases or in internal 


bleeding, 
operation is deferred 


until the shock has been controlled 
i ,y ira,nsfusion. 
The amount 
of 
blood lost during an operation is 
determined by 
w e i g h i n g the 


bundles' of absorbent 
guaze and 


sponges before and after use. Fall- 
ing blood pressure during an op- 
eration is also an indication that 
the vessels are becoming empty 
and plasma or blood is needed. 


Before 
operations on patients 


for 
chronic conditions, an esti- 
mate of total quanity of blood is 
made and if the blood is reduced 
transfusions are given to prevent 
shock 
This may add a few extra 
days to the hospital slay, but the 
lime is well spent as it reduces 
the risk from complicatisn, espe- 
cially in elderly patients. 
FIRST Alp TIPS 


First aid books include lengthy 
cluscussions on the signs, 'symo- 
loms and treatment of shock, and 
it is well to remember these points 
in dealing with seriously ill or in- 
jured patients. But modern treat- 
ment with 
transfusions requires 
thai a physician should be sum- 
moned promptly. In the interval 
the patient should be kept quiet 
given water for thirst if he is ? con- 
scious, covered to preserve body 
heat 
(but not kept excessively 
warm) 
and 
bleeding should be 


controlled. Do not move him be- 
fore the physician arrives as this 
may 
aggravate the hemorrhage 
or escape of plasma. 


The wartime habit of giving 


Wood to the sick 
and injured 


should be continued as plasma and 
blood arc also needed for patient's 
with shock in civilian hospitals 
and every community should de- 
velop an efficient donor service.

Back to the Bible 


Baptism and the New Birth 


The purpose of this brief study 
is only lo show Ihe place of bap- 
tism in the new birlh. Jesus 
stated: "Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannol enter into the kingdom 
of heaven." 
(John 3:5) What- 
ever, therefore, is embraced in 
being born of the water 
and 
Spirit must be done before one 
can enter the kingdom of heaven. 
This is not a reference to the 
physical birth, for he said, "Ex- 
cept a man be born again—", 
and he talked about 
another 
birth 
when 
he 
saidt 
'.'born 


again." 
Nicodemus 
thought 
Jesus referred to the natural 
birth, but was mistaken. (John 
3:4) 
Jesus explained that this 


new birth was not physical, but 
spiritual, in nature. (John 3:6) 


The two elements of this new 


birth, as mentioned -by Jesus 
are water and the Spirit. Both 
are necessary elements. He did 
not say water alone, nor Spirit' 
alone, but "Except a man be 
born 
of 
water 
and 
of 
the 


The most sensible and prac- 


tical conclusion as to the "wat- 
er" of the new birth is to recog- 
nize that the Lord here meant 
baptism, as he elsewhere com- 
mends. 
(Matt. 28:18-20; Mark 


16:16) If the "water" here does 
not mean "baptism," what could 
it mean? 
Is not baptism the 


only 
rite 
in 
the 
realm of 


Christendom that employs "wat- 
er"? 
One might say that the 


Lord did not mean literal water, 
but spiritual water. Well, if so, 
why did not the Lord say, "Ex- 
cept a man be born of spiritual 


water and of the Spirit—", etc. 
Why did he not say what he 
meant? 
If the Lord did not 


mean that water was "literally 
and actually an clement of the 
new birth in this passage, how 
is one to know that he meant 
that the Spirit is actually and 
literally an element of the new 
birth? The rule that will per- 
mit the elimination of one of 
these elements, will eliminate 
both. If not, why not? 
If we 


did understand "water" here to 
refer to baptism, would not this 
harmonize with what Jesus said 
in Mark 16:16: •-. "He that be- 
lievelh and is baptized shall be 
saved—." 
Here baptism, like 


faith, is made a condition of 
salvation. 
Does this not cor- 


respond to John 3:5, understand- 
ing that "water" refers to bap- 
tism? If "born 
of water" in 


John 3:5 does not mean baptism, 
where is the harmony between 
John 3:5 and Mark 16:16? 


The logical conclusion, there- 
fore, is: 
(1) The Lord made 


baptism a condition of salva- 
tion (Mark 16:16). (2) Baptism 
is the only rite, ceremony or 
ordinance in Christianity that 
requires "water." 
(3) When, 


therefore, the Lord made "born 
of water" a condition to entering 
the 
kingdom 
of heaven, 
he 


meant by that expression that 
baptism is a necessary condition 
to entrance into the kingdom of 
heaven. 
If 
this 
reasoning is 


either unscriptural or illogical 
why?

Where a man lives docs have 


something to do with his ability 
to buy diiving wartime scarcity-- 
and there's no use trying to dodge 
this fact.

Stern Rule 
for Japan, 
He Advocates 


Honolulu, Oct. 25 — CUP) — Maj. 


Arthur Wermulh, 
the 
"one-man 
army" who killed 116 Japanese be- 
fore he was captured on Bataan, 
today advocated a stern, realistic 
military government for Japan. 


Wermuth arrived here late yes- 
terday with 3,000 liberated Ameri- 
can war prisoners aboard the U.S.S. 
Marine Shark. Then he took 
his 


first automobile ride since 1941 and 
went shopping. 


Wermuth told reporters he want- 


ed a hard, tough peace for Japan. 
He said he hoped the American 
occupation army in Japan "doesn't 
go soft" 


"I think the Japs should be placed 


under (he hardest, sternest 
most 


realistic military government possi- ' 
ble," he said. "1 found the Japa- 
nese civilians held just as much 
hatred toward the white man and 
were just as cruel as the military." 


Wermuth 
said 
he 
rated 
"no 
worse than the rest of the prison- 
ers" at a Mukden prison camp al- 
though the Japanese were aware of 
his military record on Bataan. 
"Sure we got the 'water cure'," 
he said. "And we got what they 
called the kick treatment 
where 


each prisoner was forced to kneel 
while the guards kicked him until 
he fell unconscious in a pool 
of 
blood. The Japanese treated 
the 


prisoners in the most inhuman way 
possible."
